May  I refer  to  Mills  Cren- 
shaw’s letter  of  Feb.  19.  In  the 
interest  of  proper  attitude  to- 
ward symbols  of  tradition,  the 
issue  of  “which  bell  is  which” 
must  be  clarified. 

The  “Old  Y Bell”  was  made  in 
Baltimore  in  1887  and  was  ac- 
quired by  the  university  in  1912. 
It  was  hung  in  the  Education 
Bldg,  and  rung  between  classes 
and  on  special  occasions.  In  1949 
it  was  removed  and  transported 
to  games  to  be  rung  after  vic- 
tories. Hence  the  nomer  “victory 
bell.”  It  is  presently  mounted 
on  a trailer  which  we  built  in 
1955  awaiting  the  construction 
of  a permanent  shrine. 

The  bell  which  was  stolen  in 
1955,  which  Mr.  Crenshaw  in- 
correctly calls  the  “Old  Y Bell,” 
is  in  reality  a trophy  used  for 
Belle  of  the  Y Week  to  record 
the  name  of  the  girl  selected 
each  year.  This  is  a former  rail- 
road bell  much  smaller  than  the 
“Old  Y Bell.” 

It  was  acquired  in  1949  by 
Dal  Clark  of  Clark’s  Men’s  Shop 
who  was  then  duke  of  Intercol- 
legiate Knights,  and  who  started 
Belle  of  the  Y Week. 

In  1955  this  trophy  was  taken 
from  the  studentbody  president’s 
office  by  two  members  of  the 
band,  to  be  used  in  Homecoming 
halftime  activities.  It  was  stolen 
at  that  time. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
one  of  the  band  members  who 
took  the  trophy  to  the  stadium 
was  Mills  Crenshaw,  who,  in  our 
opinion,  is  responsible  for  the 
loss. 

We  love  our  alma  mater  and 
her  traditions  (though  few)  and 
hope  other  students  will  take 
increased  interest  in  these  tra- 
ditions.

Three  pertinent  matters  were 
brought  up:  (1)  public  punish- 
ment (paddling),  (2)  swat  trad- 
ing between  units  and  (3)  dis- 
turbing public  meetings.

Traffic  improvement  plans  for 
Brigham  Young  University  have 
been  tentatively  approved  by 
Provo  City  officials,  according 
to  Sam  Brewster,  Physical  Plant 
head. 

Proposed  plans  would  help 
alleviate  a major  problem  at  the 
7 East  and  9 North  intersection, 
presently  without  any  signal  or 
safety  measures. 

‘The  university  recognizes  the 
problem  . . . and  the  city  has 
promised  to  do  something  as 
soon  as  good  weather  permits,” 
Brewster  told  the  Universe.  The 
project  will  not  be  completed 
“immediately”;  plans  extend  ov- 
er a period  of  a few  years. 

Object  of  the  project  is  to  eli- 
minate as  much  cross  traffic  at 


the  intersection  as  possible. 
Brewster  also  added  that  a 
drainage  cover  at  the  intersec- 
tion sitting  below  the  surface 
of  the  roadway  would  be  fixed. 

Traffic  officials  on  campus  do 
not  recall  any  deaths  at  the  in- 
tersection, but  several  “close 
calls”  have  been  reported.  The 
intersection  has  long  been  under 
criticism  by  drivers,  and  the 
Daily  Universe  has  campaigned 
on  several  occasions  for  improv- 
ed conditions.

I’d  like  to  see  the  four  balls 
and  three  strikes  rule  chang- 
ed to  three  balls  and  two 
strikes.  Here  are  my  reasons. 

“In  the  first  place,  at  least  70 
per  cent  of  the  hitters  take  the 
first  pitch,  obviously  to  make 
the  pitcher  work  and  in  the  hope 
of  getting  a base  on  balls.  The 
3-2  rule  would  eliminate  most 
if  not  all  of  that.  It  would  short- 
en the  game  time,  and  that  cer- 
tainly would  fit  in  better  with 
the  age  in  which  we  are  living. 

“IT  WOULD  ELIMINATE  the 
changing  of  so  many  pitchers  as 


well  as  the  need  of  carrying  so 
many  pitchers  on  the  staff.  It 
would  tend  to  keep  every  ball- 
player on  his  toes  all  the  time, 
and  add  to  the  tension  of  the 
game.  Of  course,  it  probably 
would  cut  batting  averages  and 
home  run  production,  perhaps. 

“But,  for  the  first  time  since 
the  introduction  of  lively  ball, 
the  pitcher  would  be  put  on  an 
equal  basis  with  the  hitter.  I 
feel  that  we  would  see  a terrific 
upswing  In  baseball  interest  and 
attendance  if  this  rule  could  be 
put  into  effect.”

Music,  at  one  time  looked  up- 
on as  a sign  of  femininity,  is 
now  playing  a prominent  role  in 
training  future  boxers. 

Boxing  to  the  beat  of  music 
helps  to  improve  timing,  en- 
thusiasm and  motivation,  said 
Soffe.  Fast,  peppy  marches  are 
used,  including  such  tunes  as 
“Georgia  Tech  Medley,”  “An- 
chors Aweigh”  and  “How  About 
a Cheer  for  the  Navy.” 

Soffe  teaches  future  boxers  on 
a four-point  program:  1.  light 
bags,  to  improve  coordination; 
2.  heavy  bags,  to  gain  strength 
and  power;  3.  ropes,  to  improve 
timing  and  coordination;  and  4. 
ring,  to  learn  proper  boxing 
techniques. 

Boxing  at  BYU  is  on  a con- 
trolled basis.

Head- 
quards,  hand  wraps,  mouth 
pieces  and  16-ounce  gloves  are 
among  the  equipment  used  in 
training.
